Children must be taught to be 
successful; they must be encou-- 
aged to work and strive for suc¬ 
cess in their school work This 
article will deal with the prob¬ 
lem of helping our children get 
the most out of their school woik. 
Let’s recognize the existence of 
poor learning situations and work 
to correct them It’s every one's 
responsibility. 

Children who have failed i.: 
school and become retarded or 
want to drop out of school are a 
responsibility of everyone, and 
a terrific responsibility rests upon 
the teacher in the promotion of 
children from one grade to anoth¬ 
er. Knowing when to retard and 
when to promote because of age 
or other factors is a problem >f 
prime consideration 

Most children have at least 
average mental ability. Lack ot 
incentive rather than lack oT ca¬ 
pacity to learn seems to be the 
determining factor in most cases 
Classwork must be made attrac¬ 
tive and meaningful in order tj 
challenge the pupil to exercise 
his full mental capacity. 

In order to provide a desirable 
learning situation, adequate fa¬ 
cilities for learning must be pro¬ 
vided These include in addition 
to a competent teacher, a com¬ 
fortable. well-lighted, well-ven¬ 
tilated classroom with adequa.-. 
materials for giving the instruc¬ 
tion. To provide these thing- 
necessary for developing the best 
learning situation, we must be 
willing to spend additional mon >v 
for their procurement Dollars 
spent to improve school facilities 
will saw dollars spent to preve t 
crime support penal institutions, 
and financial support for depen¬ 
dent families. We either spend 
dollars for education or we spend 
many more dollars for our ignor¬ 
ance Crime and poverty are 
caused directly by ignorance and 
poor social adjustment. 

The child who is faced with a 
school situation which is far be¬ 
yond what he is able to achieve 
and simply runs away from it. 

In many instances this is a real 
problem; however, it is one that 
can be prevented if we under¬ 
stand its cause. To build self- 
confidence, attempt a task that 
can be completed, then finish it. 
If we dodge a seemingly diffi¬ 
cult task one time, we will tend 
to run away at every opportun¬ 
ity. Completion of a task means 
we have become successful 11 
that task Success tends to re-

pletion of any job the child at¬ 
tempts, no matter how small ar 
insignificant it may be The 
habits of thoroughness must b • 
learned early in life if it is to be 
a practiced trait in our person¬ 
ality. 

It is a well-known fact that 
learning is based upon past ex¬ 
perience; that we learn the sim¬ 
ple. concrete things before ad¬ 
vancing to the complex, more ab¬ 
stract learnings Parents and 
teachers can do much towaid 
giving a child a good background 
for future learning. Lack of an 
adequate background is the cause 
of many failures, due to the child 
not being able to understand 
what is being discussed A com¬ 
petent teacher will endeavor to 
clarify the material in such a 
way that all the pupils will be 
able to grasp the information be¬ 
ing taught. 

An early lesson well learned 
gives basis for acquiring new
